NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—(P)—The | 
world of finance acclaimed the moor- 
img of the American dollar to a modi- 
fied gold bullion base today by a 
brisk scramble for securities, partic- 
ularly American securities, and by 
heavy buying of dollars. 

In the New York Stock Exchange 
scores of bonds surged up $1 to 
$3 per $100 par value to new highs 
since 1931, in the heaviest dealings 
in the exchange’s bond department on 
record, with the exception of one day 
four years ago. 

Stocks likewise were eagerly bought 
in New York, many issues advancing 
$1 to $4 to the highest prices in 
more than two years, with trading 
reaching the biggest volume since last 
July, and overwhelming the quota- 
tion facilities. 

But securities markets in London, 
Paris and Berlin were likewise cheer- 
ful. Mining stocks particularly were 
in demand the world over, as the 
United States treasury offered to buy 
unlimited amounts of gold at $35 an 
ounce. In such widely separated cen- 
ters as Johannesburg. Toronto and 
San Francisco; mining shares were 
buoyant. 

Staples Slow. 

Although the ultimate objective of 

the devaluation of the dojlar_ to 
59.06 per cent of its old parity was 
an increase in the American commod- 
ity price level, the response of the 
staples markets was less pronounced 
than that of securities. 
_ The sluggish response of commodi- 
ties was regarded as scarcely sur- 
prising, since monetary’ authorities 
urging a higher gold valuation as a 
means of lifting the general commod- 
itv price level explain that the prices 
of staple goods cannot be expected 
immediately to adjust themselves to 
the new gold level. 

Wheat at Chicago pushed up mo- 
mentarily about a cent a bushel, then 
lost its rise. Cotton at New York 
finished only 10 to 30 cents a bale 
higher. Such staples as silk, wool, 
coffee, rubber and cocoa registered 
small gains in futures dealings at 
New York. 

The rush to buy dollars. prevented 
the American currency from adjust- 
ing itself immediately to its new par- 
ity as indicated by its gold content 


of 15 5-21 grains of the yellow metal. 
The American currency’ declined | 
slightly at such centers as London, 


| Paris and Rome, then rebounded ab- | 


ruptly. 
Adjustment Seen. 

With the gold standard operative, 
however, so far as international ex- | 
change transactions are concerned, it 
was expected that the dollar would, 
soon adjust itself to the new gold 
level.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—(?)— 
A heavy flow of gold from Europe to 
America and immediate use of the 
$2,000.000,000 stabilization fund were 
predicted in Washington tonight to 
counteract world market responses to 
the new Roosevelt dollar that gener- 


ally fell far short. of administration 
expectations. 

Of particular. importance to the 
president’s monetary advisors, the dol- 
lar was strong in its relation to the 
pound and while it depreciated in re- 
lation to the frane the quotation stood 
well above the figures to which, theo- 
retically it should have fallen. 

Under these circumstances, and with 
the treasury ready to pay $35 an 
ounce for newly imported gold. it be- 
came highly profitable to buy the met- 
al abroad and ship it to America. In 
fact both foreign and domestic banks 
were reported to be awaiting only an 
announcement of the procedure to be 
followed before starting a yellow tide 
across the Atlantic. 

Bullion Standard. 

The day brought from Secretary 
Morgenthau a description of Amer- 
ica’s revised monetary system as con- 
stituting a “new 1934 model gold bul- 
lion standard.” which was elaborated 
to mean that foreign holders of dollars 
could now. convert them into gold at 
a specified and unchanging rate. 

The new dollar, devalued yesterday 
by the president to 59.06 per cent of 
its former gold equivalent, brought 
an upward surge on the stock ex- 
changes which carried shares one to 
four points higher, and held against 
intermittent profit-taking. But com- 
modity prices, which the administra- 
tion is bent upon sending upward, 
failéd to respond, and the index pre- 
pared for the Associated Press re- 
vealed, as a matter of fact, a narrow 
decline. However, officials were well 
pleased to note that government bonds 
beld firm. ,

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 1.— 
(UP)—Rumblings of a war between 
Illinois and Tennessee over licensing 
of out-of-state trucks and buses were 


heard here tonight with six horses the 
apparent start of it all.

The Tennessean’s story said that 
announcement had come from Robert 
Kingery, Illinois director of public 
works, that: “I’ll order our state po- 
lice to the southern border immediate- 
ly. If a reciprocal agreement cannot 
be reached with Tennessee, we'll take 
retaliatory measures. I’d prefer to 
settle the matter sensibly.” 

From a statement made by Dancy 
Fort, Tennessee commissioner of fi- 
nance and taxation, Illinois will have 
to take the retaliatory side.

Byrd Supply Ship Ends Record Run 
Explorers Rush Unloading of Stores 


BAY OF WHALES, ANTARCTI4 
CA, (Via Mackay Radio) Feb. 1.—(/) 
Crews of the Bear of Oakland, sup- 
ply ship which equaled a record run 
from Dunedin, N. Z., to the Bay of 
Whales, and of the Byrd flagship to- 
day worked at a feverish pace dis- 
charging winter stores to the bay ice, 
six miles from Little America. 

Haste was necessary, as leaders of 
the expedition feared crumbling ice 
might again threaten the ships and 
supplies, 

The Bear of Oakland since midnight 
has been berthed alongsid the flagship. 
The 60-year-old barkentine arrived at 
10:30 o’clock last night, equaling the 
record trip of 12 days between Dune- 
din and the Bay of Whales made by 
the S. S. Eleanor Bolling in 1929 on 
the first Byrd Antarctic expedition. 

Her canvas furled because of strong 
head winds, she steamed down past 
the shining ice cliffs of the west bar- 
rier of the Bay of Whales and then 
cut across to where the flagship lay 


moored alongside the ice front. She 
had a decided list to port. 

Men came out of the manholes on 
the flagship to greet old friends and 
the work of unloading both vessels 
was begun immediately. 

When the Bear ‘of Oakland came 
aside the flagship, Rear Admiral Rich- 
ard E. Byrd meguphoned from the 
bridge: “Welcome to the Bay of 
Whales.” 

The young skipper of the Bear, Ter- 
rence Keough, shouted bac. : “Thank 
you, sir. We're all set to go.”

Especially has the army’s han- 
dling of the civilian conservation 
corps demonstrated that its offi- 
cers know their business and make 
good administrators. The tremen-

Health Talks

RECURRING HERPES—COLD 
SORES TO YOU. 

Many individuals are subject to pe- 
riodic or frequent recurrence of sim- 
ple herpes, quaintly called “cold 
sores” on a selected spot, such as the 
border of skin and mucous membrane 
of the lip or on the skin of the cheek 
or on the skin of the trunk. 

Please don’t throw anything now. 
This is not just another of my freak 
notions. I’m trying to give you numb- 
skulls the benefit of progress in the 
science of medicine. Of course if you 
are so complacent in your own in- 
tuitive knowledge of these matters 
that the vagaries of a mere doctor, 
especially one so depraved that he 
has to use the public prints to pro- 
mulgate his ideas, cannot interest you, 
you may go on sopping your bloom- 
ing “cold sores’ with camphor or 
what have you. 

For quite a while now there has 
been an agitation—well, maybe not 
precisely that, but at least a disposi- 
tion on the part of students of medi- 
cal science to regard both simple 
herpes and herpes zoster (shingles) 
as infectious. That means merely 
that it is caused by the invasion cf 
certain tissues by certain germs. It 
does not mean that the eondition is 
necessarily communicable or conta- 
gious in any way. 

Another thing. It does not follow, 
as too many wisacre laymen think, 
that an antiseptic can do any good 
as a remedy, if the condition is of 
infectious nature. The only purpose 
antiseptic gargles, sprays and the like 
serve as in the treatment of nose and 
throat infections is an altruistic one 
—the use of such remedies tends to 
prevent spread of the disease to other 
persons. 

When herpes recurs in a particular 
spot, in an area not greater than that 
of a dime. permanent cure is usually 
obtained by a sub-erythema dose of 
X-rays perhaps repeated after three 
or four weeks. 

When the herpes occurs as an 
eruption spread over a larger area 
and at different sites in successive at- 
tacks, X-ray treatment is not advis- 
able. In these shifting cases ordinary 
vaccination with the regular vaccine 
supplied by the city or state health 
department for protecting people 
against smallpox, has proved curative 
in many instances. 

It does* not matter, apparently 
whether the vaccination “takes” or 
not, the herpes is cured just the 
same. When the vaccination fails 
, it is advisable to repeat it 
several times at intervals of three or 
four weeks, as treatment for the 
No matter whether the pa- 


tient has ever been successfully yac- 


cinated against smallpox. 

Young women subject to annoying 
periodic herpes generally get most re- 
lief from frequent gentle dabbing 
with spirits of camphor. Where the 
eruption is onthe skin rather than 
moist mucous membrane of the 
lip, a daily painting with flexible col- 
lodion gives much satisfaction, or 
painting several times a day with 
tincture of benzoin or compound tine- 
ture of benzoin. If the lip is cracked, 
creep the outer part of the crack 
sealed together with- collodion ap- 
plied while vou hold the edges 
gether. This prevents tearing open 
with movements of the mouth, 
permits normal healing of the fissure.

Pound Bounds Up. 

The pound bounded upward at the 
start to $5.03 1-2 from yesterday's 
close to $4.97 3-8.

The franc 
opened at $.0639, as compared with

The most readily given explanation 
for the strength of the dollar was 
that large amounts of American capi- 
tal which fled abroad in past months 
are now coming back home attracted 
by increased monetary certainty here 
and a prevailing European belief that 
the United States is in for a m. 

To get this capital back home, its 
owners must buy dollars, increasing 
the demand for them and keeping the 
dollar strong, or under the new system 
they can send it home in gold and re- 
ceive dollars for it here. 

Following the first method keeps 
the exchange rates at a point where 
it is profitable to ship gold to Amer- 
ica. The second provides a demand 
for gold in Europe, increasing its 
price and tending to bring exchange 
toward the fluctuating gold par of the 
dollar-pound and the fixed gold par of 
the dollar-franc. 

Thus. in either event, economists 
foresee large imports of gold, and are 
closely watching the effect upon Great 
Britain and France, particularly the 
latter, whose hold upon the gold 
standard has been reported to be in- 
creasingly precarious. Too great a 
drain of gold from France unquestion- 
ably would result in the Paris gov- 
ernment placing an embargo upon 
such shipments, an act equivalent to

Real Test of Nation’s ‘New Deal’ 
Yet To Come, Asserts Frank Kent 


By HUNT CLEMENT @R. 

The political maxims of “a very 
shrewd and practical man,” as Frank 
R. Kent, vice president of The Balti- 
more Sun and veteran political writer 
and analyst, described a member of 
President Roosevelt’s cabinet to an At- 
lanta audience Thursday night, are 
these : 

“When in doubt, do right.” 

“When the water reaches the upper 
decks, run with the rats.” 

To these maxims, said Mr. Kent, 
former Senator Swanson, of Virginia, 
now the secretary of the navy, has 
added a third: “Be bold as a lion on 
a rising tide.” 

Mr. Kent did not speak in ridicule. 
Appearing at Emory University as the 
third speaker sponsored by the Stu- 
dent *Lecture Association this winter, 
he referred to the genial Virginian by 
way of illustrating the viewpoint of 
the practical politician. The chief dif- 
ference between the practical politi- 
cian and the political theorist, he said, 
is that the theorist credits the great 
mass of the voters with having intel- 
ligence, and the practical politician 
does not; the theorist imagines that 
the voter is swayed by appealing to 
the reason, while the practical politi- 
cian takes a catch-as-catch-can hold 
on the voter's sympathies, feelings, 
and prejudices. 

Mr. Kent, who has been observing 
the political scene, national and state, 
for about 40 years, and writing 
trenchantly about “Politics and Per- 
sonalities,’” which was the subject of 
his address, confided that he shared 
the practical point of view. He con- 
fided also that although he was a dem- 
ocrat, and had never voted for a re- 
publican president, he believed it was 
stupid not to be as disinterested and 
dispassionate as possible in writing 
and talking about politics. 

“T have come entirely too many 
miles to speak to you to have any fun 
in being anything but candid,” he said. 

The enthusiasm engendered by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is so great that peo- 
ple resent even the suggestion that 
they be realistic. The speed with 
which things are being done is so 
great, and the glittering balls in the 
air are so many, that people haven't 
time to look back. The campaign 
promises are lost sight of; the facts 
that confronted congress a year ago 
are blurred. 

“Within eight months the deficit 
has grown from one billion to seven 
billion dollars. All of it seems incred- 


try will be restored. The other school 


lion dollars this year. "The president 
has announced that this spending will 
be tapered off next year and that 
in 1936 the budget is to be balanced 
actually. The real test of the new 
deal will not come for about a year. 
“One school believes that by 1936 
private business can absorb the un- 
employed; that agriculture and indus- 


believes the government is committed 
to a course of spending which can 
result only in inflation. 

“It is as great a gamble as any 
nation ever took, and it must be ad- 
mitted that it is being taken gal- 
lantly.” 

Does Mr. Kent see *a disposition 
on the part of congress to wrestle with 
the new deal legislation seriously? 
“Congress is colorless @nd supine; 
meek and mealy-mouthed. Even the 
republican opposition is half-hearted. 
Congress is a rubber stamp in the 
hand of the president. It was ready 
to sign on the dotted line without 
even reading the contents of the bills 
before it, and did. The passage of 
the monetary bill was an example. 
Only 40 members of the house and 
22 in the senate voted against it. I 
think it is safe to say that a majority 
would have liked to vote against it, 
and I think it fair to say that not 


more than 10 members of both houses 
understand it. 
“The explanation of congress is 


two-fold. The members keep their 
ears to the ground; they know that 
Roosevelt is stronger in their own 
districts than they are. Too, this is 
a pre-election congress. All the house 
and one-third the senate come up for 
election next fall. They all want 
to be re-elected, and they are not tak- 
ing chances. 

“The strangest thing about this ses- 
sion is the absence of pork-barrel leg- 
islation. With the PWA forced to 
spend $3,000,000,000, the administra- 
tion is exhausted trying to find enough 
projects on which to spend the money 
and it is more than a mere congress- 
man can do to find where he can spend 
a few dollars. 

“The truth is that the people fell 
in love with Roosevelt, much in the 
manner of a girl falling in love with 
a young man. They love his voice and 
his manner and his courage; they love 
his fine appearance, and the prodigai- 
ity with which he spends their money. 
As long as they love him things will 
be all right. 

“When the people fall out of love 
with him (during 40 years of political 
writing Mr. Kent has observed the 
people fall out of love several times) 
“then the people will listen to facts, 
and the multiplication table will come 
into its own.”

BERLIN, Feb. 1.—(/)—A denial, 
point for point, was made by Germany 
today to Austrian accusations that 
Germans are interfering in Austrian 
affairs. 


It was contained in a note Foreign 
Minister Konstantin von Neurath 
handed the Austrian minister as a-re- 
ply to a recent Austrian threat to 
appeal to the League of Nations if 
guarantees of her independence were 
not forthcoming from Germany. 

The text of the communication was 
not made public, but officials said 
the German government called the 
problem “not one for international 
treatment.” ‘ 

Cancellor Engelbert Dollfuss, of 
Austria, sent his protest to Berlin 
January 17. The reply was said to 
be exceptionally long.

VIENNA, Feb. 1.—(#)—The Ger- 
man answer to an Austrian note 
threatening to appeal to the League 
of Nations if “nazi terrorism” is not 
stopped in Austria was received to- 
night and discussed immediately by 
the cabinet. 

The cabinet immediately rejected 
the German answer as “unsatisfac- 
tory” and issued a communique which 
said that failure of the German gov- 
ernment to answer satisfactorily the 
specific complaint of nazi activities 
left the Dollfuss government no alter- 
native but to take further action in 
an international sphere. 

The communique did not state 
whether this would include a formal 
complaint to the League of Nations 
or merely a plea to the world powers.

PARIS, Feb. 1.—(4)—France re- 
jected Germany’s offer of non-aggres- 
sion pacts and charged Chancellor 
Hitler’s program “would lead direct- 
ly to an armaments race” in a note, 
published tonight, which was sent the 
German government on January 1. 

A cool reception likewise was given 
British and Italian arms plans which 
recognized Germany’s claim to equal- 
ity in armaments and proposed that 
heavily armed powers do not increase 
their forces. 

The French note to Chancellor Hit- 
ler stressed “disarmament,” official 
quarters said, while the German, Brit- 
ish and Italian projects all empha- 
sized “rearmament.” 

France accepted. none of Hitler’s re- 
cent proposals but left the door open 
for future conversations, and made a 
strong appeal to Germany to “asso- 
ciate herself in the indispensable pol- 
icy of international collaboration with- 
in the framework of the League of 
Nations.” 

The declaration also was made that 
direct conversations between French 
and German statesmen could not set- 
tle the arms problem “which is essen- 
tially European in nature.”

N. Y. Federal Reserve 
Cuts Rediscount Rate 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1-—(4)—The 

New York Federal Reserve bank to- 
day reduced the rediscount rate to 
11-2 per cent from the 2 per cent rate 
which had been in effect since October 
20 iast. 
_ The new 11-2 per cent rate—which 
is the rate at which member banks 
may borrow from the reserve—is the 
lowest since 1931, and is the lowest 
for any of the world’s leading cen- 
tral banks. The Bank of England's 
discount rate is 2 per cent, and the 
Bank of France’s 21-2 

Tse 11-2 per cent rate which en- 
dured for a few months in the sum- 
mer of 1931 was part of a “cheap 
money” policy to stimulate recovery. 
It ended when England left the gold 
standard in the autumn of that year, 
and a huge run upon American gold 
reserves developed. The rate was 
pushed up to 31-2 per cent in the 
autumn of that year. 

The rate was subsequently cut to 
21-2, but it reached 31-2 again last 
spring for a short time.

COMPROMISE ON DEBTS 
IS REACHED IN BERLIN 


Foreign Holders of German 
Securities To Receive 76.9 
Per Cent Under Plan... 


BERLIN, Feb. 1.—(4)—Temporary 
settlement of the question of German 
interest transfers brought a promise 
today of final settlement of the prob- 
lem raised by special Swiss and Dutch 
arrangements. 

For the next six months, under an 
agreement between the reichsbank and 
foreign creditors’ representatives, for- 
eign holders of German securities will 
receive 76.9 per cent of the due pay- 
ments. 

This is in contrast with the 65 per 
cent received under a moratorium or- 
der issued last autumn. 


The reichsbank’s allowance of 67 
per cent payment in scrip instead of 
the 50 per cent nermitted heretofore, 
made the additional amount. possible. 


Nationals of Switzerland and the 
Netherlands will continue for the six- 
month period to receive 100 per cent 
of their moneys in exchange for cer- 
tain cammercial concessions. 


It was against this special arrange- 
ment that a number of the represeuta- 
ttives particularly directed their at- 
tack in the meeting ended yesterday. 

After June 1, when the Swiss- 
Dutch agreements expire, efforts will 
be launched to put the entire transfer 
problem on a contract basis.
